The Appalachian Heritage Alliance is 
currently raising funds for the Eastern 
Kentucky Heritage Monument, which 
would be located in Wolfe County near 
the divergence of the Bert T. Combs 
Mountain Parkway and Route 15. 

Project Director David Musser said 
the monument, a 7 5 -foot stainless steel 
wind chime sculpture of a guitar, banjo 
and fiddle, may be constructed in 2010. 

While some view the idea as a “pipe 
dream,” Musser and others who are lend- 
ing their support to the monument see it 
as an economic boon to Wolfe and sur- 
rounding counties. 

“This is a grassroots project,” Musser 
said. “A non-profit effort of this magni- 
tude will take some time. We are still try- 
ing raise awareness about the project’s 
benefits, as it would represent all of East- 
ern Kentucky.” 

Musser said the project, which would 
cost approximately $15-20 million, 
would also include an interactive infor- 
mation and celebration center, where 
visitors can view videos pertaining to 
Eastern Kentucky music, literature, ven- 
ues and attractions. 

Other project features would include 




a walking/nature trail identifying native 
plants and trees, and an amphitheater for 
medium-size events and educational 
field trips. 

“This venture is a great way to show- 
case the talent of Eastern Kentucky,” 
Musser said. “It will also focus on the 
region’s strengths and portray Eastern

Morgan County Water District Chair- 
man Roy Collett reported this week that 
“excellent progress” is being made on 
the Phase 1 1 project, which will extend 
access to county water to various parts 
of the county. Over 15 miles of the new 
lines have already been installed at this 
time, Collett said. 

Waterlines are already installed on 
Highway 976, Peyton Ridge, Barnett 
Ridge, Nickell Branch, and Murphy 
Fork, and lines are currently being in- 
stalled in the Sellars Fork and Highway 
205 areas, as well as in the New Cummer 
vicinity, Collett reported. 

“Persons who have not been in to the 
water district office to sign up and pay 
their tap-on fees need to do so right 
away, Collett said. “The tap-on fee is 
$590.00 and we will work with individu- 
als who need to make payments to get 
this fee paid. ’ 

“However,” he emphasized, “we can- 
not set a meter base until the full amount 
is paid.” 

Homeowners are responsible for run- 
ning a service line from the meter base 
to their homes as well as obtaining a 
plumbing permit from the Health De- 
partment. 

Collett said anyone with questions or 
anyone wishing to learn if their area is 
included in the Phase 11 project should 
stop by the water district office at 408 
Prestonsburg Street, or phone 743-1204.

$552,899.71 for 
road impvts. in 
Morgan OK’d 

JACKSON, Ky., Aug. 25 — To 
further the Fletcher Administration’s 
goal of a safe and reliable transporta- 
tion system in Kentucky, the state 
Transportation Cabinet has approved 
$552,899.71 worth of improvements 
for state highways in Morgan County 
this summer.

“We want to ensure 
that the roads local motorists use to 
get to work and school are as smooth 
and safe as possible. Governor 
Fletcher’s goals for Kentucky’s state 
highway system are to boost eco- 
nomic development and improve traf- 
fic safety. These projects help accom- 
plish these goals and will be benefi- 
cial to the Morgan Countians who use 
these roads every day. We’re pleased 
to be able to make this investment in 
the local infrastructure.” 

Work will be scheduled on the fol- 
lowing projects: 

• Resurfacing 2.14 miles of KY 
705, Grassy Creek- Woodsbend-Omer 
Road. 

• Resurfacing 1.4 miles of KY 
772, Ezel-Omer-Pomp Road. 

• Resurfacing 2.0 miles of KY 
1000, White Oak-Caney Road. 

• Resurfacing 2.60 miles of KY 
1010, Maytown-Ezel Road. 

These projects total $552,899.71 
and were awarded in one contract to 
the lowest and best bidder. All work 
is scheduled to be completed by Nov. 
30. 

“By improving efficiency in 
Transportation Cabinet operations, 
we have been able to spend more 
money on road maintenance and con- 
struction than ever before in the 
Commonwealt,” Nighbert said. “This 
represents an investment in the safety 
and the economic well-being of all 
Kentuckians, which is a priority of 
Governor Fletcher.” 

Construction activities are sched- 
uled on a tentative basis and are sub- 
ject to change depending on weather 
conditions.

Pot Calling Kettle Black

It’s surprising how petty politics can get sometimes, but it 
has never been as noticeably petty, as in the latest Republican 
hiring scandal. 

It has been charged by State Democratic leaders, and now 
the Franklin County Grand Jury, that three Republican state 
officials have violated state law by hiring individuals for state 
employment, based solely on the fact that they are members of 
the Republican Party.

Stumbo, Fletcher announce 
settlement, case is dropped

So, what does the settlement 
between Gov. Ernie Fletcher and 
Attorney General Greg Stumbo 
mean for Fletcher’s re-election 
chances? 

It certainly does not do 
Fletcher anymore harm than go- 
ing into next year’s Republican 
primary with “indicted” still at- 
tached to his name and a future 
trial hanging over everything. 

The three charges were 
dropped Thursday by Special 
Judge David E. Melcher, but 
Fletcher acknowledged “the evi- 
dence strongly indicates wrong- 
doing by his administration with 
regard to personnel actions with 
the merit system,” Melcher wrote 
in an order dismissing the 
charges. 

Even though the three indict- 
ments by a special Franklin 
County grand jury were misde- 
meanors, “indicted” carries a far 
more serious connotation in the 
public’s mind. It is hard to explain 
away in a 30-second political ad. 

It is also a fair bet that who- 
ever runs against Fletcher, first in 
a Republican primary and, if 
Fletcher survives, a Democrat 
opponent in November will ham- 
mer away at Fletcher’s admission 
of “wrongdoing” for all the po- 
litical advantage it gives his op- 
ponents. 

The settlement will not make 
the last 14 agonizing months go 
away for Fletcher - or the politi- 
cal pratfalls he made at every turn 
- but it releases Fletcher from the 
relentless public attention the 
grand jury investigation has re- 
ceived. 

That alone will be a relief, not 
only for Fletcher, but his admin- 
istration as well. Perhaps even the 
exodus of many of his original 
cabinet secretaries will slow. 

And perhaps, too, the Repub- 
lican party revolt against Fletcher 
will abate. 

That does not mean Fletcher 
is in the clear about winning re- 
nomination or winning a re-elec- 
tion campaign. Far from it. His 
major challenge now is to over- 
come poll ratings that find barely 
a quarter of prospective voters 
have anything but a negative 
opinion of him. And that includes 
the religious and social conserva- 
tives who make up an important 
base Fletcher cannot afford to 
lose. 



It is that prospect, of course, 
that has Republican party officials 
running for cover on the subject 
of Fletcher’s re-election chances. 
If Fletcher gets trounced at the 
polls next year, the enormous 
gains the party has made in Ken- 
tucky in recent years are in jeop- 
ardy of being lost. 

And the settlement will not 
automatically restore Fletcher to 
the Republican party’s good 
graces. He has made too many 
gaffes and stumbles ever to be 
seen as an effective chief execu- 
tive and administrator. 

The most critical mistake 
Fletcher made was issuing a blan- 
ket pardon for everyone indicted 
by the grand jury, as well as any- 
one who might be indicted - with 
the exception of himself. That left 
the distinct impression that only 
guilty people needed a pardon by 
the governor to escape charges 
against them, and the blanket par- 
don left the even worse impres- 
sion that violations of state per- 
sonnel laws were widespread if 
even people not yet charged had 
to be let off the hook. 

Instead of holding a pep rally 
in the Capitol Rotunda to an- 
nounce the pardons on television, 
Fletcher would have been better 
advised to go before cameras and 
announce somberly he had met 
with Stumbo, reviewed the evi- 
dence from a whistleblower about 
hiring practices in the transpor- 
tation cabinet and concluded 
there were serious problems. 

“These are more than simple 
mistakes. I am taking action to 
find out how serious this matter 
is, and I will cooperate with the 
attorney general. We’re gong to 
get to the bottom of this, and any- 
one in my administration has bro- 
ken the merit system law will be 
held accountable. I was sent here 
by the voters to clean up the mess, 
not make a new one,” Fletcher 
should have said. 

That likely would have limited 
the probe, saved a number of his 
aides from indictment and pre- 
vented what was then only a mi- 
nor scandal from destroying his 
administration. 

But he did not - until last 
Thursday, that is. He fought 
Stumbo’s prosecutors every step 
of the way and that led inevitably 
to Fletcher’s own indictment on 
three counts of breaking that very 
law. 

Now it may be too late.

A settlement agreement that 
would end the merit-hiring inves- 
tigation against Kentucky Gover- 
nor Ernie Fletcher has been ap- 
proved. 

After investigating alleged 
employment irregularities for 
nearly 18 months, Attorney Gen- 
eral Greg Stumbo announced the 
deal last Thursday after it was 
given to Special Franklin County 
Circuit Court Judge David E. 
Melcher. 

In the agreement signed by 
Prosecutor Scott Crawford- 
Sutherland, Fletcher and his attor- 
neys, the governor acknowledges 
that “the evidence strongly indi- 
cates wrongdoing by his admin- 
istration with regard to personnel 
actions within the merit system.” 

Despite comments from 
Fletcher that he felt the merit-hir- 
ing investigation was motivated 
by politics, in the settlement, the 
governor agrees that the attorney 
general’s investigation and pros- 
ecution “were necessary and 
proper exercises of his constitu- 
tional duty.” 

Under the terms of the settle- 
ment, state employees affected by 
any wrongdoing by members of 
the administration will have their 
cases reviewed by the state Per- 
sonnel Board. 

Included in the settlement 
were the resignations of Patrick 
Moores, Timm Hurst, Rick Ifland 
and Jack C. Smith, who had 
served on the board. 

At a press conference, Stumbo 
said his office would submit the 
names of three candidates for 
each vacated seat of the board. 

The resignations were part of 
the settlement agreement. 

“While the current members of 
the State Personnel Board have 
served honorably during their ten- 
ure, in order to remove any doubt 
with regard to a fair tribunal that

At its regular meeting on 
Monday, the West Fiberty City 
Council voted to amend its cur- 
rent drug testing policy, making 
all positions subject to testing. 

The testing - which applied to 
only safety sensitve positions pre- 
viously - will now be used ran- 
domly on current and potential 
employees. 

City Clerk Sally Barker said 
this policy was enacted to com- 
bat the current national drug 
trend. 

“Positive drug testing among 
employees has become a problem 
for the workplace in general,” 
Barker said. “We are currently 
searching for a company to ad- 
minister drug testing procedures 
and hope to find one soon.” 

In other business, the council 
accepted a waterline donation 
from Walnut Road resident 
Wayne Banks, who has main- 
tained the waterline since 1989. 

Barker said the city currently 
supplies water to Walnut Road, 
though it did not own the water- 
line. 

“Mr. Banks wants the city to 
take over maintenance on the 
Walnut Road waterline,” Barker 
said. “His waterline is not the 
kind we normally use, but we 
have decided to take the line and 
gradually upgrade it. The total 
cost of this is approximately 
$9,000.” 

The council approved a 
$2,500 grant for Meals on 
Wheels, which supplies meals to 
local senior citizens through 
Frenchburg’s Eastern Kentucky 
Independent Services Organiza- 
tion (EKISO). 

“Meals on Wheels informed 
us they were short on funding,” 
Barker said. “We decided to give 
them $2,500 initially and let them 
notify us if they need any further 
assistance. They are part of the 
state-operated senior citizens pro- 
gram.” 

A $2,000 request from the 
Kiwanis Club to maintain the 



will administratively review 
claims within the merit system, 
and with a joint effort to ensure 
that all personnel actions are 
handled with independence and in 
accord with the law, the four cur- 
rent members of the Personnel 
Board appointed by the Governor 
will, as a condition precedent of 
this agreed order, submit resigna- 
tion letters ...” 

“I expect we will have some 
say in who makes up the board,” 
Stumbo said.”But ultimately, that 
decision is the governor’s.” 

While Stumbo acknowledged 
that the abuses of the merit sys- 
tem may have “stretched back 
before the Fletcher administra- 
tion,” he hopes the ultimate effect 
of the investigation will be a new 
respect for the existing state em- 
ployee regulations. 

“It’s a new day for Kentucky,” 
Stumbo said. 

Fletcher, while attending the 
state fair in Fouisville, said in a 
statement that he had been “ex- 
onerated” and looks forward to 
tackling new issues. 

Although he was confident of 
the work done by the grand jury, 
Stumbo said there was little 
chance a jury would have ever 
heard the case against Fletcher. 

“It’s highly, highly unlikely 
that the governor will ever stand 
trial,” Stumbo said. “He has the 
option of pardon which, in my 
opinion, is something he could 
use before he left office.” 

The grand jury investigation, 
which began in May 2005, has 
brought 29 indictments in the 
case. Everyone connected with 
the controversy has received a 
pardon from Fletcher although 
the governor vowed not to issue 
one for himself if he had been 
convicted. 

In May, Fletcher was charged 
with criminal conspiracy, official 
misconduct and political dis- 
crimination. He pleaded not 
guilty to the charges. 



Kiwanis swimming pool was also 
approved. Kiwanian Danny 
McKenzie shared a financial re- 
port on the pool and said the 
$2,000 would make up for 2005 ’s 
net loss. 

“The Kiwanis Club would like 
to thank the city for helping us 
operate the pool,” McKenzie 
said. “We are glad to work as 
partners with council members, 
and want to use the $2,000 to in- 
stall running water in the pool’s 
concession stand.” 

Council members also ap- 
proved the second reading of the 
payscale update, which includes 
a 3.38 percent cost of living in- 
crease for city employees. 

“This is part of our policies 
and procedures manual,” Barker 
said. “It allows us to legally be 
able to keep employees at decent 
wage levels every year.” 

This year’s property tax rate 
ordinance was also approved, 
with a real estate tax increase of 
.006 percent, and a personal tax 
increase of .0032 percent. 

Before adjournment, Waste- 
water Supervisor Doug Cambell 
reported the $5 million wastewa- 
ter project should be completed 
in May, and E-911 Director John 
Conley said 911 headquarters re- 
modeling is almost finished.

Kentucky in a positive light, as 
well as educate people about 
other activities the area has to of- 
fer.” 

Musser said the monument is 
projected to attract 706,300 visi- 
tors annually, generate over $63.2 
million and create 1,335 jobs for 
Kentucky. 

Wolfe County Judge Execu- 
tive Raymond Hurst said he is 
excited about these prospects. 

“One could cut these figures 
in half and they would still be 
very impressive,” Hurst said. 
“People from other states like 
New York, etc., would finally 
have a reason to come to this area. 
Citizens need to realize the im- 
portance of this project and what 
it can do for Wolfe County and 
the region.” 

Musser agrees the project 
would revitalize Wolfe County’s 
economy. 

“An endeavor of this nature 
would create jobs across the eco- 
nomic spectrum,” Musser said. 
“It would unleash entrepreneur- 
ial activity throughout the area. It 
would provide existing busi- 
nesses with an opportunity for ex- 
pansion to accommodate tour- 
ists.” 

Morgan County Judge Execu- 
tive Tim Conley said he believes 
the project would also have a ben- 
eficial impact on neighboring 
counties. 

“I am endorsing this project to 
support Wolfe County Fiscal 
Court,” Conley said. “Though 
Morgan County has made no 
monetary contributions, I recog- 
nize this enterprise is a gateway 
for tourism. Several monument 
tourists may also visit Morgan 
County and patronize local stores, 
businesses and other sites.” 

Several other counties also are 
advocating the project. They in- 
clude Powell, Estill, Owsley, Lee, 
Breathitt, Bath, Menifee and 
Magoffin counties. 



While area leaders say they 
recognize the long range eco- 
nomic benefits such an attraction 
could bring to the region and are 
supporting the project, public 
support is also needed. To date, 
various civic and other govern- 
mental groups have signed on in 
support, including the Alliance 
for Progress, Kentucky Resource 
Conservation District, Mountain 
Parkway Trails Corridor and 
Southern and Eastern Kentucky 
Tourism and Development Asso- 
ciation. 

As information about the 
monument spreads among the 
general public Musser believes 
support for it will continue to 
grow. 



“This is not an average eco- 
nomic development effort,” 
Musser said. “Many people do 
not fully understand how the 
monument will benefit the region. 
If this undertaking had been for a 
factory, etc., the process would 
probably be considerably faster - 
and easier. We are building our 
case from the ground up.” 

Musser said he hopes team- 
work will hasten the project. 

“We are working hard to make 
the monument a reality,” Musser 
said. “We cannot do that without 
cooperation, however. All coun- 
ties and organizations involved 
must work together for the com- 
mon good of the region and its 
people.”

Aug. 29 — The remains of the 
49 victims of Sunday’s Comair 
Flight 5191 have been removed 
as investigators continue to 
search for reasons behind the 
worst American aviation disaster 
in nearly five years. 

The twin-engine CRJ-100 jet 
took off Sunday morning from a 
runway at Lexington’s Blue 
Grass Airport that was not long 
enough to accommodate the 
plane, which was nearly fully 
load with passengers, crew and 
fuel. 

Investigators from the Na- 
tional Transportation Safety 
Board said Tuesday information 
obtained from the plane’s flight 
and voice recorders indicates that 
the pilot and crew were unaware 
they were on the wrong runway. 
The plane hit a berm 265 feet off 
the runway, struck a perimeter 
fence 390 feet beyond, then 
cleared a barbed-wire fence 920 
feet away, clipped the tops of 
some trees, and crashed and burst 
into flames with the cockpit and 
fuselage coming to rest 900 feet 
beyond the trees. Also on Tues- 
day, the Federal Aviation Admin- 
istration said that only one air- 
traffic controller was on duty at 
the time of the crash. 

The crash killed all but one 
person on board — James M. 
Polehinke, 44, the plane’s first 
officer, who was piloting the 
plane. It was initially believed 
that the victims died as a result 
of the intense fire, but autopsy 
findings later indicated that the 
passengers were killed by the im- 
pact of the crash. 

Citizens across the common- 
wealth were shocked and sad- 
dened by the tragedy, which was 
reported all day on Sunday by 
Lexington TV stations and on 
national news channels. 

On Monday, Dr. Tracey Corey, 
chief medical examiner for Ken- 
tucky, said the remains of all the 
passengers had been removed 
from the crash site and taken to 
Frankfort for identification and 
autopsies. A toxicology kit, 
containg fluid and tissues samples 
taken from the victims, will be 
gathered from members of the 
flight crew and submitted to the 
Federal Aviation Administration 
for examination. 

Corey praised the efforts of all 
of Lexington’s emergency re- 
sponse agencies, as well as the 
airport’s emergency response 
team, saying they worked 
“quickly, efficiently and timely.” 

A makeshift morgue has been 



set up at the central laboratory 
facility in Frankfort. 

Although she declined to com- 
ment on specific individuals, 
Corey said it would be a “matter 
of days” before all the initial au- 
topsies are completed and a “mat- 
ter of weeks” before the toxicol- 
ogy reports are returned. 

Corey said the immediate pri- 
ority is to identify the victims and 
determine a cause of death. 

Because of the intense fire that 
engulfed the plane following the 
crash, Corey said identifying the 
remains will be difficult. 

“We will be using as many 
methods (of identification) as 
possible,” Corey said. “Not just 
personnel effects or dental 
records, we will be looking at 
everything that comes in.” 

She said it would be a few days 
before any of the bodies of the 
victims are released to their fami- 
lies for burial. 

Mike Wilder, a deputy coroner 
for Boyle County and leader of 
the Kentucky Mass Fatality 
Team, said professionals from 
across the state have been turn- 
ing out to help with the recovery 
efforts. 

Wilder, who worked in the re- 
covery of bodies from the 
Carrolton bus crash in 1988, said 
this disaster compares to anything 
he has ever seen. 

“They both seem to over- 
whelm you,” Wilder said. 

Gov. Ernie Fletcher, who had 
been attending the World Eques- 
trian Games in Germany, returned 
to the commonwealth Monday 
and ordered flags at all state of- 
fice buildings be flown at half- 
staff. 

“Many hearts are heavy today 
in Kentucky as we continue to 
learn the names and stories of 
those whose lives were lost in 
Sunday’s horrible tragedy,” 
Fletcher said in a statement. “The 
First Lady and I send our heart- 
felt sympathies to the many 
whose lives have been impacted 
by this event.”

WASHINGTON, D.C. — 
U.S. Representative Hal Rogers 
(Ky. 5th) last week announced the 
Federal Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA) is releasing 
$3,152 million to update Ken- 
tucky flood control maps. These 
federal funds will be made avail- 
able to the Kentucky Floodplain 
Mapping Program under the 
FEMA Cooperating Technical 
Partners program to help trans- 
form these maps into more reli- 
able, easier-to-use and access 
digital products. 

“Over the last 25 years, we’ve 
made tremendous gains in pro- 
tecting communities all along the 
Big Sandy, Kentucky, and 
Cumberland rivers from the threat 
of catastrophic flood by installing 
flood walls, diverting high waters, 
and developing comprehensive 
evacuation plans,” stated Rogers. 
“Our maps should reflect these 
changes, assisting in future busi- 
ness and home citing and provid- 
ing for appropriate and accurate 
insurance premiums.” 

Updating the flood maps al- 
lows the National Flood Insur- 



ance Program (NFIP) to more 
closely track actual risk. They 
also assist in more efficient and 
effective floodplain management 
and increase public awareness of 
potential flood hazards. This grant 
will allow the Kentucky Flood 
Mapping Program to produce 
Digital Flood Insurance Rate 
Maps (DFIRM) for study counties 
to include: Pulaski, Floyd, 
Johnson, Lawrence, Martin, Mor- 
gan, Wayne, Rockcastle, 
McCreary, Jackson, Lee, Owsley, 
and Wolfe. 

Rogers works to obtain federal 
funding for projects in southern 
and eastern Kentucky in his role 
as a senior member of the House 
Appropriations Committee. He 
currently serves as the chairman 
of the Appropriations Subcommit- 
tee on Homeland Security which 
includes direct oversight of 
FEMA activities.

A survey of more than 500 
community pharmacists revealed 
that nearly nine out of 10 (89 per- 
cent) are getting less money and 
a third are considering shutting 
down since the new Medicare Part 
D prescription drug plan went into 
effect Jan. 1. 

“The survey found that more 
than half (55 percent) of respon- 
dents said they have had to obtain 
outside loans or financing to 
supplement their pharmacy’s cash 
flow because of slow reimburse- 
ment by health care plans,” ac- 
cording to the National Commu- 
nity Pharmacists Association. 
“More than two-thirds (67 per- 
cent) of those surveyed said their 
pharmacy was located in an area 
with a population of less than 
50,000 persons, and most (68 per- 
cent) said they had been in busi- 
ness for at least 20 years.” 

“Community pharmacists have 
been the backbone of the Part D 
program and are frequently the 



most accessible — and sometimes 
the only — health care provider in 
the community,” said NCPA Ex- 
ecutive Vice President and CEO 
Bruce Roberts. “We need to ad- 
dress the serious problems of low 
and slow reimbursement in the 
Medicare Part D program to en- 
sure that these communities will 
continue to be served by their 
pharmacists.” 

A May 8 item in The Rural 
Blog referenced a study that 
shows rural residents are paying 
more for drugs than urbanites un- 
der Medicare Part D prescription 
drug plan. The study by the Cen- 
ter for Rural Health Policy Analy- 
sis of the Rural Policy Research 
Institute reported that average 
monthly premiums for Medicare 
Advantage prescription drug plans 
vary from $6 in urban New Hamp- 
shire to $53 in rural Hawaii. Click 
here for the archived item and 
click here for the study.

Local fireman takes 
course in aircraft 
rescue techniques 



West Liberty Volunteer 
Firefighters John Conley (chief), 
Joshua James (FF EMT), Jamie 
Phipps (engineer/EMT), Eric 
Vanderpool and Ryan Halsey at- 
tended the 28th Annual Mountain 
Firefighters Association Regional 
Fire School in Hazard Aug. 26- 
27. 

Firefighters each earned 16 
instructional hours in training 
courses of their choice, including 
basic firefighting, firefighter sur- 
vival, firefighter rescue, fire 
alarms, sprinklers, arson investi- 
gation, disaster preparedness and 
aircraft rescue. 

Conley said aircraft rescue 
was particularly relevant in light 
of the Lexington airplane crash 
that killed 49 people Sunday. 

“I do not think it is possible to 
ever be completely prepared for 
an emergency of that magnitude,” 
Conley said. “But we do have 
excellent emergency services, 
and contacts for additional re- 
sources. Our thoughts and prayers 
go out to the families and first 
responders of the Lexington trag- 
edy.” 

James, a four-year department 



veteran, participated in the air- 
craft rescue course, which he said 
is essential for all fire depart- 
ments. 

“We learned that 90 percent of 
all airplane crashes occur in rural 
areas,” James said. “No commu- 
nity is immune to a plane crash; 
we are constantly in the paths of 
commercial, military and private 
airlines. A disaster of that nature 
can put a strain on small town 
emergency services, but with our 
current 911 technology we are 
able to coordinate other services 
to assist us.” 

The department is currently 
scheduling its next fire training 
session, which will be conducted 
locally and sponsored by the Ken- 
tucky Community and Technical 
College System (KCTCS).

wouldn’t amount to nothin’ to this 
redneck hillbilly bunch of hood- 
lums a hankerin’ to haul a hunk 
of metal they had been a weldin’ 
on for a year that they call a derby 
car. They didn’t care. They were 
goin’ to the Morgan County 
Demolition Derby. 

The Wrigley Army with their 
tanks loaded and support groups, 
pit crews, and fans were lined up 
on Redwine road. Eleven Derby 
cars set atop their trailers in a con- 
voy blockin’ one lane. 

From the Wrigley intersection 
to the home of Alden and Naomi 
Collins, there was nothing but 
Derby cars. It looked like scene 
from Mad Max. These were battle 
cars and the drivers and mechan- 
ics, grease and dirt on their pants 
and shirts, had but one thing on 
their minds. Go to the battle 
ground together. 

Wrigley ’s not seen a sight like 
this since the late 60s and early 
70s when muscle cars, GTOs, 
Chevelles and Mustangs set in 
line waitin’ their turn to drag race 
down the railroad grade. 

An “army” of one may have 
left Wrigley together, but when 
the “army” hit the Demolition 
Derby ring at the Fairgrounds, it 
was every man for himself. 

The first heat was Jonathan 
Whitt, T.C. Kegley, and Rick Ju- 
niper, Aaron Wright and James 
Jennings. T.C. got disqualified for 
hitting the driver’s door, not once, 
but three times. This was after he 
ran up on the back of Aaron 
Wright’s car. It was clear that this 
man was out of control, but the 
crowd loved it. Then Rick 
Juniper;s car had a transmission 
problem. After that, James 
Jennings got hung up on a tele- 
phone pole. That left Aaron 
Wright and Jonathan Whitt in the 
finals. 

The second round pitted Doug 
Gullett, Danny Cox, Brian Blair 
and Billy Coffee against each 
other. Right from the getgo, all 
four cars got knotted. I mean they 
all were runnin’ into each other 
and they got stuck. So the refer- 
ees stopped the heat and brought 
in the backhoe and Lynn B, 
McClurg lifted them off each 
other. 

When the heat started back up 
Danny Cox wasted no time 
knockin’ Billy Coffee out of the 
ring. Billy said, “He it me so hard 
it knocked my battery to the hack 
seat and I couldn’t get my car 
started back.” 

Brian Blair went out with a 
transmission problem. That left 
Danny Cox and Doug Gullett in 
the finals. 

The third heat consisted of 
Zach Burton, last year’s winner, 
then Dean Ferguson, Jason Lewis 
and Big Davey Elliott. 

Big Davey Elliott was a 
poundin’ Jason Lewis and 
knocked him out of the ring first. 
Dean Ferguson was all over the 
place slingin’ mud all the way into 
the crowd on both sides of the 
stands. He looked like, maybe, 
the next Danny Cox. Then all of 
a sudden, he hones in on Zach 
Burton and knocks him out of the 
ring and hangs him up on a tele- 
phone pole. But he gets off that 
log and hits a couple more cars 
and then his car quit and he white 
flagged. That left Big Davey 
Elliott and Dean Ferguson in the 
finals. 

Next was the much anticipated 
Outlaw Derby. These guys had 
welded and worked on their cars 
all year. Their cars looked like 
battleships. 

Jonathan Whitt, Dustin 
Adkins, Brian Adkins, Buddy 



Peyton, and Bryan Whitt drove 
the meanest lookin’ cars into the 
pit the Derby had ever seen. 

Brian Adkins’ car got knocked 
out of the ring and hung up on a 
log, but he got off and back into 
the ring. Then Dustin Adkins was 
the first to be put out of the match. 
Next, Bryan Whitt was a poundin’ 
Buddy Peyton when his driveline 
went out, leavin’ only the green 
paint from Buddy ;s car as evi- 
dence. 

By now, Jonathan Whitt was 
workin’ Buddy Peyton over. 
Buddy was hung on a log and I 
bet he felt like a used grease rag 
that everybody in the garage 
wiped their hands on. Jonathan 
Whitt zeroed in on his car and hit 
him three times, devastating 
Buddy’s car, and the third time the 
crowd came to their feet and 
climbed the fences when 
Jonathan hit Buddy’s car so hard 
it turned it on its side. It don’t get 
no better than that, folks ! 

So Jonathan Whitt wins the 
Outlaw Derby and Brian Adkins 
came in second and Buddy 
Peyton came in third. Buddy also 
won the best lookin’ car with 
“Gravedigger” painted on the side 
and tombstones painted with the 
names of all the contestants. 

The consolation match was 
next. Zach Burton, Jason Lewis, 
Rick Juniper, and Jason Jennings 
had one more chance to get into 
the finals. But when all was said 
and done and the mud finally 
settled, Jason Jennings “white 
flagged” and Rick Junniper went 
out second. That left Jason Lewis 
and Zach Burton knotted at the 
end and in the finals. 

Finally, the much anticipated 
finals. Jonathan Whitt, Aaron 
Wright, Doug Gullett, Big Davey 
Elliott, Dean Ferguson, Zach Bur- 
ton, Jason Lewis and Danny Cox. 

The crowd was on its feet and 
the first thing that happened, 
Danny Cox knocked Jonathan 
Whitt clean out of the ring, but 
Jonathan jumped the log and 
drove right back into the ring. 

Then Zach Burton’s car ran up 
the back of Aaron Wright’s car 
and they’re stuck together. But in 
this war, it didn’t take long for 
somebody to knock them loose. 

Doug Gullett is the first out. 
Jason Lewis is the second. Then 
Dean Ferguson, who, by the way, 
did some good hittin’ tonight, 
dropped a drive shaft and is the 
third man out. Big Davey Elliott 
got hit in the door and hung on a 
barrier wall, so he was the fourth 
one out. Then Aaron Wright, who 
got pounded all night by Jonathan 
Whitt, Dean Ferguson, and Big 
Davey Elliott, got slammed into 
a log and got hung up on it. 

In the meantime, Jonathan 
Whitt and Danny Cox have been 
goin’ at it the whole match. 
Jonathan would hit Danny and 
then Danny would hit Jonathan’s 
car. Like a heavyweight boxin’ 
match, they were tradin’ punches, 
then all of a sudden they hit each 
other at full speed and they were 
knotted just like boxers who had 
spent all their energy and holdin’ 
on to each other for dear life. 

They couldn’t move and they 
were stopped in the middle of the 
ring and Zach Burton’s car is the 
only car driving around the pit. 

So everybody got out of their 
cars and the Derby was over. And, 
to the untrained eye or to the av- 
erage spectator, it appeared that 
Zach Burton had won the Derby 
again for the second time in a row. 

But when the judges spoke, 
Danny Cox had won back the 
crown. 

Here’s how it was explained to 



me by Sam Lewis, the head 
honcho, the man who has run the 
Derby for the last six years: 
When Danny Cox and 
Jonathan Whitt hit and got their 
cars knotted up, according to the 
way Sam and his judges inter- 
preted the rules, Zach Burton had 
one minute to hit the last lick and 
didn’t. He just drove around. So 
Danny Cox made the last lick 
when he hit Jonathan Whitt. That 
made him the winner, Jonathan 
second, and Zachary Burton third. 
There’s a video out there some- 
where of the whole race that will 
confirm this, but at press time I’ve 
not seen it. 

Anyway, when the drivers got 
out of their cars and victory was 
finally established, pit crews 
came out on the field along with 
some of the crowd and Danny 
Cox gave his little victory dance 
with his arm over his back and his 
middle finger pointed down at the 
Wrigley crowd. He was playin’ 
the “classic villain.” 

So, he’s pointin’ at the drivers 
and intimidatin’ them, talkin’ 
trash all while he’s drivin’ . I don’t 
know what he’s said, but you 
could see him sayin’ it from the 
stands where I was sittin.” 

I interviewed Danny Cox af- 
ter the Derby and this is what he 
said, word for word: “Last year, I 
wasn’t treated fairly. So this year 
I come back to prove a point. The 
point is I’m still the Big daddy of 
this Demolition Derby and any- 
body who wants to bat me can 
come back next year and take 
their turn at me.” 

On top of that he added, “I’m 
drivin’ the Mad Max with a sign 
on the back that says ‘Wrigley 
Nightmare’. Stir the pot till it’s 
good and done!” 

When I asked the Wrigley 
crew what they thought about the 
controversial outcome, they 
countered with, “All of us 
Wrigley boys got beat, but we can 
take it like men.” 

The facts ain’t always the truth 
and sometimes they are. To those 
of you who were there, you de- 
cide. 

Is this high drama or what?!

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Businesses leading 
push for legal booze 
sales in rural states 

Rural towns and counties 
comprise many of the areas being 
targeted by real estate developers, 
grocery chains, restaurants and 
Wal-Mart as places where 
legalized alcohol sales could 
boost business profits. 

According to a story by 
Melanie Warner of The New York 
Times, “Since 2002, business 
groups have spent upwards of $15 
million on campaigns, including 
professional lobbyists, to 
persuade voters in some 200 dry 
towns and 25 dry counties in six 
Southern states to legalize alcohol 
sales in stores and restaurants. 
Wal-Mart has financed dozens of 
local elections, contributing from 
$5,000 to $20,000 a campaign, 
said Tim Reeves of Beverage 
Election Specialists, which 
supports local alcohol 
referendums.” 

“Attempts by Wal-Mart and 
others to allow alcohol sales in 
other places that remain dry — 
415 counties in the South and in 
Kansas still prohibit such sales — 
are meeting fierce resistance from 
some church groups and religious 
leaders. They argue that returning 
to the days when liquor flowed 
will mean more family violence, 
under-age drinking, drunken 
driving and a general moral decay 
in the community,” she continues. 
More dry-to-wet measures have 
passed than have been defeated 
in the last four years in Texas, 
Alabama, Kentucky, North 
Carolina, Tennessee and Kansas, 
and supporters say going wet 



provides added tax revenue for 
community development. 

While many communities are 
still awaiting results on whether 
going wet boosted development, 
restaurants acknowledge the laws 
are playing a role in where they 
build and how much they profit. 
“Retailers and restaurants say the 
ability to sell alcohol is not a 
precondition for choosing a new 
location, but it is a factor. For 
casual dining chains, the average 
restaurant check doubles when 
someone orders an alcoholic 
beverage, according to the 
research firm NPD Group,” 
reports Warner.

Coyle said the processing ser- 
vices provided by Hunters for the 
Hungry helps keep deer harvest 
numbers high and promotes the 
maintenance of a healthy herd 
population, both of which are 
goals of Farm Bureau.

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Cats vs. Cards 

For the 13th straight year, the 
Kentucky Wildcats will open a 
new football season against in- 
state rival Louisville. The Cats are 
seeking their first win against the 
Cardinals since 2002. It was in 
that season that UK came into the 
River City and took its opponents 
to the woodshed — blitzing, rush- 
ing or sacking then Heisman 
hopeful Dave Ragone on virtually 
every snap as Kentucky beat the 
favored Cards, 22-17. 

On Sunday, the Cats will again 
be the underdog as they head into 
Papa Johns Stadium. Louisville’s 
number 13 national ranking, 
coupled with the fact they’ve won 
eight of the last 12 against UK, 
make them an easy favorite on 
paper.

“I told them that I fully expect 
both of them to play in the game,” 
said Brooks. “There is no desig- 
nated plan as far as a two- quar- 
terback rotation; it will be more 
of a feel for what’s happening in 
the game.” 

The UK coach says Woodsen’s 
ability to throw the deep ball 
played a major factor in his deci- 
sion, saying the Cats “need to 
stretch the defense vertically if we 
expect to win.”
